200 in that chamber. Idaho Sens. Larry Craig 
and Dirk Kcmplhomc voted against the free 
trade pact. 

The agreement — which would unite the 
United States. Canada and Mexico into the 
world's largest free-trade zone — .was ap- 
proved in the Senate by a similar bipartisan 
coalition of 27 Democrats and 34 Rcpublicaru:.

world affairs. 

- “Wc’vc agreed that the Asinn-Pn--^ 
cific region should be a united one,-' 
not divided," said President Clinton, 
summarizing fod'lhc 14 leaders.

He added that .the group hopes to 
see long-stalled world trade talks- 
wrapped up by a Dec. 15 deadline. 


On the final day of an Asia-Pa-

“Oiir meeting reflects the emer- 
gence of a new voice for the Asia 
Pacific in world affaire;" the state- 
ment said.

WASHINGTON — After a day of 
negotiation, the Semite resurrected 
the "Brody bill” and passed it, ap- 
proving 0 slightly modified version 
of a bill that imposes n nationwide 
waiting period of five busine ss days 
for handgun purchases. 

The compromise keeps the major 
provisions of the bill but provides 
that the wailing, period would be 
phased out after four years, unless 
the attorney general extends it for 12 
months, instead of the Hat five years 
called for in the version that hus 
passed the House. The Senate vote 
was 63 to 36. 

The measure — named after 
James Brody, the former White 
House press secretary wlio was seri- 
-ously wounded in thc-lQKl. assassi- 
nation attempt against President 
Ronold Reagan — had been stalled 
.since late Friday when supporters 
foiled by three votes' tp break o Re- 
publican-led filibostcf.' 

Throughout the day. pressure 


mounted Jn Republicans not to al- 
low the Senate to adjourn without 
passing the measure. Public support 
for the bill is high and it has the al- 
mo.st unanimou-s backing of law en- 
forcement. 

"This is a stghificani action," wiid 
Senate Majority Lender George J. 
Milchellrir-Mninc.BurttTC-tTilh’s 
chief sponsor in the Mouse, Rep. 
Charles E. Schumer, D-N.Y., said 
that while the Senate's action was “a 
great step," he added; "The House is 
going to have to clear up the debris 
(of added Senate provisions)." 

After the Senate failed to break 
the filibuster Friday, some propo-, 
nents accused a "small group of ex- 
tremists" of holding the bill hostage 
and predicted opponents would pay 
a political price at home. But there 
also was sopie Monday-morning 
quarterbacking about the legislative 
strategy of steering the bill to pas- 
soge.

Snow chills Great Lakes region; sunshine warms Southeast 


The Aosocioted Praaa 

A cold from swept across the Atlantic Coast, bringing 
eold, dry air tmb much of the East on Saturday. Snow fell 
across the Great Lakes. 

Tempeniturcs fell into the 20.s and 30s ftom the Great 
Lakes into the upper Ohio Valley and New England. The 
readings were 10 to 20 degrees colder than Friday after- 
noon.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tlierc's 
u low-lying street in the Missouri 
town of Sic. Genevieve lined vviih 
the remrtunis of 60 homes whose 
owners don't want to live near the 
Mississippi River anymore — not 
aficf this summer's record flooding. 

But the people can't afford to 
move, and llic town doesn't have the 
money to buy them out. In fact, the 
city is pructicaliy broke because of 
the damage done by water lliol crest- 
ed at 49.6 feci above flood siogc.- 

So Mayor Bill Anderson and 
those residents — like people in 
more than 200 other Midwest com- 
munities — iirc looking to Congress 
for some help. 

“Anybody who wants to be 
bought out, wc want to tty to help. 
We want to get rid of the houses 
there and make a park out of it.” 
AncTerson said 4n u telephone inter- 
view. "Then wc wouldn’t have to' 
worry about it." 

The ihrust of a bill that is expect- 
ed to reach Prcsidcnl Clinch's desk 
before Thanksgiving is to' increase 
the amount of federal money avail- 
able 10 buy homes and businesses in 
flood-prone areas, ullowing.pcoplc 
to move to higher ground. 

After a buyout, the flood plain 
could be used* only for a park or 
other open space. Virtually no build- 
ings could be consinicted. 

"In future floods, there would not 
be any people whose lives would be 
in-danger." said Louise Gardner, 
mayor of Mi.ssouri's capital. 
Jefferson City, where about ISO 
homeowners and businesses arc 
sacking buyouts.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate approved legislation Saturday 
extending jobless ^nefits for I mil- 
lion Americans, ending weeks of 
stalemate that hud left long-term 
— unemployed-workers-withotil-tfxlra- 
ossistance since October. 

' Senators approved the SI. I billion 
measure by a 79-20 vote and shipped 
it to the House where lawmakers 
were expected to send it to President 
Clinton for his signoiure before they 
adjourn for the year early next week. 

"Let’s no longer delay the unem- 
ployment insurance extension that is 
and will be so badly needed," said 
Senate Majority Leader George 
Mitchell, D-Muthe. 

The unemployment measure would 
provide up to 13. weeks of extra Job- 
less benefits for an estimated 1 mil- 
lion Americans, Eligible woiiltl.be 
workers who used up, or will use up. 
their 26 weeks of basic uner^loy- 
ment coverage between last Oct. 2 
and next Fetj.'5. ' . T 

Approval came after senators voted 
63-36 lo clear what hod been Ihe final 
stumbling block to passage: a 
Republican amendment locking in 
Clinton’s plaii to pare 252,0(X) posi- 
. tions from the federal bureaucracy. 
The GOP measure would have saved 
$22 billion over the next six years.

Saul Levine; head of psychiatry 
at Children's Hospital in Sun 
Diego, .sni'd the acquittal could 
make pfosccutors warier about fil^ 
ing some child abuse charges. " 

With credibility the key to* any 
alleged molestation case, theniplsts 
must make sure they remain objec- 
tive. he said.

Akiki had murdered small children, 
sacrificed rabbits and slaughtered 
an elephant and a giraffe. They also 
accused Akiki of forcing them to 
cat feces, beating them and tortur- 
ing them- with scalding water. 

Akiki was never charged with 
murder. No bodies, blood, knives 
or guns were ever found. Physical 
evidence was scant, leaving the 
brunt of the case on the shoulders 
of small children. 

j Prosecutors-acknowJedged-that 

some of the allegations, such as the 
murders, never happened. But they 
argued that Akiki had used toy 
guns and stuffed animals to fool 
and intimidate the children, making 
them think the killings were real. 

Prosecutors also argued the chil- 
dren could not have testified about' ' 
such graphic sex acts unless they 
had actually occurred. 

"The things being said are mind- 
boggling. They’re horrific claims. - 
Therein lies the basic dilemma." 
said Roger O'Keefe, director of the 
National Choose to Refuse Center, 
a child abuse prevention agency in 
Carlsbad.

PORT-AU;PRINCE. Haiti (AF)’ 
— It's a truce of sorts: Haitians 
working together to clean up their 
capital city. 

Haitians have put aside their 
political differences for four days 
tp pick up some of the estimated 
22,000 tons of garbage that has 
accumulated since President Jean- ' 
Bertrand Aristide was ousted in a 
September 1991 military coup. 

’ It has blocked cars from some 
city streets and gathered in giant 
heaps in front of schools and hospi- 
tals. 

Workers hope the effort, which 
began Thursday, will mean the 
removal of more than half of the 
accumulated waste by Sunday 
night. 

“For the first time since the coup, 
all sectors of the community, in 
spite of their cleavages, are work- 
ing together for the common 


good,” said Reginald Boulos, dircc- 
,tor of the U.S. AID-fundcd Center 
for Development and Health and 
coordinator of the cleanup effort. 

More than 1 million people live 
in Port-au-Prince, which has no 
sewage system. They generate 
between 1,200 and 1.50U tons of 
garbage a day. 

The cleanup effort involves the 
government, which is supplying 
garbage trucks, and thejirrny. 
which is providing security and 
controlling traffic. Tlic fire depart- 
ment will spray disinfectant in the 
market zones. 

Private construction companies 
arc providing trucks and drivers. A 
private foundation and businesses 
have contributed $25,000. 
Hundreds of volunteer workers 
have joined in the effort. 

The downtown area, where mo.st 
of the garbage accumulates, will be 


cleaned entirely. Suburban 
Carrefour and Pciionvilic will be 
tackled later. 

Boulos will also lead 4-ihrec=^ 
month U.S. AID-fundcd cleanup 
program which will be launched 
Wednesday, with government sup^ 
port. That program will ensure 
“permanent and regular” cleaning, 
Boulos .said. 

“One cican-up operation cannot 
.solve the problem," he said, adding 
that even if 30 to 40 percent of the 
garbage is bio-degradable, similar 
heaps will be back on the street 
within a month.

Utah ponders plan to sell 
off winter game faeilities 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The 
state could be reimbursed millions of 
dollars spent on Olympics facilities 
T— if the Legislature approves a pro- 
posed deal, and if Salt Lake City is 
awarded the 2002 Winter Gomes. 

State officials arc negotiating an 
agreement to sell the Olympic facili- 
ties, now being built with some $59 
million in taxpayer money, to the pri- 
vately funded committee bidding for 
the 2002 games. 

If approved, the Salt Lake Olympic 
Bid Committee would return $17 
million in sales-tax receipts already 
spent to build facilities at the Winter 
Sports Park in Summit County, plus 
whatever sales- tax money is used for 
Olympic-related facilities in the 
fiiture. 


'• The agreement with the committee 


is scheduled to be discussed Monday 
at the bimonthly meeting of the Utah 
Sports-Authority, the state agency 
ipsponsiblc for the facilities. . 

; The agreement eventually would 
have to be approved by the 
Legislature. 

' Even with that approval, the plan 
would be implemented only if the 
Intemotional Olympic Committee, 
meeting in Budapest, Hungary, in 
1995, picks Salt Lake City as host of 
thegames. 


Gov. Mike Leavitt, who has not 
yet seen the agreement, said Friday 
that he i.sn't ready to endorse the idea 
of putting (he public facilitiesinto 
private hands.

sold outright 

The agreement calls for the bid 
committee to buy the facilities and 
take over (he operating and mainte- 
nance costs if the International 
Olympic Committee selects Salt

Eaton is right: Improve 
kids’ non-college options 


Curtis Eaton, the State Board of 
Education member from Twin Fillls, 
is right when he says Idaho is doing 
too little for teens who don't want to 
go to college. 

. For proof, look no further ilian the 
Idaho youngsters who don't graduate 
from high school. (The number is 
hard to pin down, but it reportedly 
ranges from 15, to 30 percent.) Each 
of those young.stcrs rupresems a fail- 
ure by the education system - and a 
.'lost qppominity to 'enhance Ameri- 
ca's economic health and competi- 
tiveness. 

Kids have various reasons for quit- 
ting school: legal troubles, pregnan- 
cy. academic failure, drug and alco- 
hol problems. But Eaton, speaking to 
fcllov^ board members last week, was 
talking'spccifically about non-col- 
Icgc-bound kids who arc capable of 
graduating but who don't sec the 
point. 

For too many of those youngsters, 
high school offers the rudiments of 
academic knowledge but nothing in 
Uie way of useful skills. Where's the 
incentive to hung around? 

The question should keep educators 
awake nights. So should (his one; 

Where in the current educational 
system (operated almost exclusively 
by college graduates) are students ex- 
posed to role models who demon- 
strate (he value of technical and voca- 
tional training? Where are they 
shown that .schooling other than col- 


lege can offer u route to competen- 
tencc. productivity and security? 

Idaho has made some progress in 
making high .school relevant to these- 
youngsters. Programs such as “lech- 
prep,!'-which-links high school with 
two years of technical school after 
graduation, and a new apprenticeship 
program, .arc a start. But they’re not 
ncarly»enough. 

High schools should develop part- 
nerships with community colleges 
and local businesses in preparing kids 
for the workihg world. Twin Falls, 
blessed with the College of Southern 
Idaho, should take a leading role. 

• For example, now is not too soon to 
begin planning for the new high 
school that Twin Falls inevitably will 
need. Let's turn (hat need into an op- 
portunity, by designing a cooperative 
program of vocational and technical 
preparation for thc;21sl century. The 
district's vacant land near CSI is ide-' 
ally situated. 

At the national level. President 
Clinton has some ideas that bear fur- 
ther examination: combining educa- 
tion with on-the-job training, creating 
national job-skill standards and 
awarding skill certificates to gradu- 
ates. 

Whatever is done at (he national ' 
level, however, is three or four steps 
removed from classrooms. The real 
work must be done in state capitols 
and local schools. Eaton's admoni- 
tion is on target.

.Trncic O'Gorman-Vcrgara, 24, 
has undergone so many complica- 
tions related to her four transplants 
that she jnust .now have a kidney 
-transplant, O'CorinaafVergora said 
Saturday. 

O'Gorman-Vergara is a former 
•Twin Falls womaft' whose medical 
plight ignited the .compassion of 
Magic Valley residents.

tributions helped pay her medical 
bills ihot mounted to triple, figures 
after her first two transplants in

Bombing range could 
devastate bighorn sheep

TWIN FALLS - Federal officials are 
worried that b proposed state-owned 
bombing range in southwestern Owyhee 
County could compromise potential 
wilderness areas and devastate an impor- 
tant California bighorn sheep herd. 

Bureau of Land Management officials 
say a proposal to establish tactical and 
electronic combaf ranges in southern 
Owyhee County to accommodate training 
nt, the Mountain Home Air Force Base 
docs not meet tlic stoic’s own recommen- 
dations. 

The federal agency’s concerns are ex- 
pressed in comments on an unrclcased 
version of the Air Force’s environmental 
impact statement. The comments were ob- 
tained by The Times-Ncws through the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

The Air Force earlier this month re- 
leased its environmental analysis of the' 
state proposal. 

The proposal would include a tactical 
range of 25,000 acres of practice-bomb' 
target areas north and south of the 


Owyhee River's cast fork. It also would 
include 32 electronic emitter sites scat- 
tered across 2 million to 3 million acres of 
southern Owyhee County to form an clec- 
tronic'combat range. 

The stale hopes to acquire the land 
through trades for public land with the 
Bureau of Land Management. 

But the BLM is concerned that the po- 
tential for a catastrophic die-off of the 
sheep population already exits in the 
Owyhee River canyonlands.

KETCHUM - Street vendors may face 
tourer regulations ahead, if some city ofTi- 
cittls get their way. 

nro^Ketchum-Sun Valley Chamber of 
Commerce Off-site Vendors Committee has 
recommended to the City Council some ways 
to even the playing field for' street vendors 
and businesses in Ketchum. 

The committee was formed in response to 
complaints by Ketchum business owners in 
August that "ofr-sitc" or street vendors had 
an unfair advantage under Kctchum’s city or- 
dinances. ' — - - 

These arc vendors who sell from n tent, 
cart, kiosk or other movable stiucturc. 

The recommendations, as outlined by com- 
mittee member Greg Peterson, are: 


Require proof of at least SI riiillion in li- 
ability insurance ' nut required under the 
current ordinance. 

• Require proof of federal ta.xpaycr identi- 
fication num^fs and pemiit numbers for Ida- 
ho sales lax, use tax, withholding uix and un- 
employment taxes. 'Ilic current form requires 
federal taxpayer identification and Idaho 
state tax identification numbers. 

• Require a refundable S200 sales lax de- 
posit. Tliis deposit would be repaid after two 
years of compliance with the city’s sales tax 
laws. Businesses that have already complied 
for two years would nofhave to post the de- 
posit. 

. • Require separate, pennits-for. each differ- 
ent business, can or tent. Off-silc businesses 
would be able to relocate, hoxyever, without a 
new permit.

A petition being ciix:ulai^ 
accuses Conley and the department of mis- 
tpanugement, resulting in fewer large gome 
animals, pheasants and other upland game 
birds and fish. 

But the governor doesn't have the autliori- 
.iy-to.firc-Conloy-directly,-said-Jack-TTuC— 
blood, an information ofticcr with the deport- 
ment. The governor appoints the Fish and 
Game comntissioners, who in turn appoint 
the state director. 

But Trucblood doesn’t think the manage- 
ment problems - if there arc any at all - arc 
that apparent. 

”1 don’t know in what respect they're mis- 
mnnoged," he said. Tlicir complaint "calls for 
n definition of good manogcmcni:’’ 

The department cannot be accountable for 
problems with foxes, he said, bccou.se the 
Slate Legislature reserves to itself the authori- 
ty to designate predators.

"We lost an owful lot ofdeer in the Garden 
Valley area where we had the most intensive 
feeding,” he said.

TTic BLM is obligated to protect po- 
tential wilderness areas until Congress 
makes a decision on areas proposed 
for designation. Surveys have shown 
that low-Ievel, high-speed flights are 
the most annoying to wilderness 
users. 

Nearly half the proposed flights in 
the area would be below 1,000 feet 
above the ground. While overflights 
of potential wilderness areas are not 
expected to increase significantly ._ 
more flights will be low-altitude, 
flights, according to the BLM.

A total of 150 fatal and irtjuty acci- 
dents occurred in the county during 
1992, statistics show. 

"It doesn't surprise me, "said Li. Jim 
Higens of the ussia County Sheriffs 
Department.* 

He soid he thought the higii .accident 
rale is attributable in part to a large 
number of out-of-county moiorisu who 
come into the area, esncciaUy Burley. 

Minidoka Count’s rote was 5.S, a 
half point better than the iiiate mean 
accident mte of 6.0 for similar sized 
counties.

• Eat slowly. Pul your silverware 
down while chewing, and take sips

In many cities across America, men 
and women like Doubet have made a 
decision to. fight back against crime. 
Fed up with living in fear, citizens ore 
battling back with tacdcs ranging from 
surveillance to Neighborhood Watches. 

Whether the fight is taking place in 
St. Louis, Chicago, suburban Los An- 
geles or the Bronx, an important ele- 
ment is a different approach to law' 
enforcement called “communiQ' polic- 
ing,” which has the police and citizens 
joining forces — rather than being at 
odds — to make a diffeience. 

Community policing is taking hold 
across the country. A recent survey.'by 
Robert Tiojanovricz, director of the Na- 
tional Center for Community Policing 
at Michigan State University, shows 
that some form of this praedee is now 
in use by 70 percent of municipal police 
departments. It's hard to be sure what 
impact community policing is having, 

, but FBI statistics show that, for the first 
time in several years, crimeis down na- 
tionwide in every catego^ except ag- 
gravated assault and forcible rape. 

What can you do if you want to take 
back your neigliborht^? To find out, 

I traveled around the country, talking 
~ withTneiiand-women who are waging— 
— and winning — the war against crime. - 
‘‘Wc had to show them we’re not 
afraid to stand up against them.’’ 
.The Rev. W.L. Upshire, a dignified, 
soft-spoken man of 60, might seem an 
unlikely person to take on drug deal- 
ers. But he told me how parishioners at 
his church, The Prince of Peace Bap- 
tist Church in the Austin section of 
Chicago, couldn't get to services be- 
cause drug dealers and buyers were 
blocking, the street, “That's when I 
made up my mind,” he said. “I would 
rather die than be a prisoner in my own 
community.” 

The Rev. Upshire rallied his parish- 
ioners and area residents, and they start- 
ed meeting every Saturday to march in 
the ndghb^ood, shouting: “One, two. 

I three, four...drug dealers gotta go!" . 

I “People say, ‘What go^is march- 
ing doing?"’ the Rev. Upshire said. ,

' Today, this Bronx community is 
making a comeback. New housing has 
been built and old apartments have 
been rehabilitated. Now you see mid- 
' dle-closs families moving into the area, 
and owner-occupied homes replacing 
bumed-out buildings and empty lots. ' 
The role of the police has b^n cru- 
cial in reclaiming many streets. The 
New York G^P^ce Department has 
embraced the concept of community 
policing, working with citizens to 
solve problems. That's v^_diffcrcnt_ . 
from the days when the community 
and police seemed to be at war. “The 
. -animosity between police and people 
who lived in this community was 
tremendous,” Horv^ Katowitz, com- 
mander of the area precinct, told me. 

. I could see the (hfference when I 
woJked'the beat with Officer Arleen 
Xaboy-Maysonet, 29. When one res- 
ident — ^walking down the block with 
his two little nephews— saw the offi- 
cer, his face lit up, and he rushed to 
gmt her. "She really looks out for the 
kids, for the people in the communi- 
ty,” he told me. ■ 

O^cer Laboy-Maysonet said it 
takes a long time to gain the trust and 
goodwill of residents. “But once you 
do. they’re on your side,” she added. 
"They’re (he ones to tell you exactly 
what is going on with drugs.” 

As budget shortages force cudtacks 
in policing, mote and more commu- 
nities will have to come together to 
take back their neighboifao^s from 
criminals, ^*The govemm^t’s ability 
to serve the people and providerre- 
sources is dwindling,” said Capt. Tim 
McBride of the Los Angeles Police 
Department. “The only way people 
are going to have a better qu^ity of 
life is for them to get involved them- 
selves.” , DB

But there is also a strong community 
spirit and sense of pride. "People like 
me love the neightodioc^.” the Rev.

Today, this Bronx community is 
maldng a'comebock. New housing has 
been built and old apartments have 
been rehabilitated.

The role of the police has b^ cru- 
cial in reclaiming many streets. The 
New York Qq' P olice Department has 
embraced the concept of community 
policing, working with citizens to 
solve problems. That’s very different 
from the days when the community 
and police seemed to be at war. “The 
animosity between police and people 
who lived in this community was 
tremendous," Harv^ Kotowitz, com- 
mander of the area precinct, told me.

As budget shortages force cutbacks 
in policing, more and more commu- 
nities .will have to come together to 
take back their neighborhoods from 
cziminals. ^’The government’s abili^ 
to serve the people and provide re- 
sources is dwindling." said CapkTlm 
McBride of the Los Angeles Police 
DepartmenL “The only way people

With such 
standard therapy, blood sugars vary widely.

To aeWeve this, they measured their blood four or 
more times diuly, taking at least three injections of 
insulin (some wore insulin pumps) a day. The idea 
was not to take more insulin but to deliver it in a 
way that more closely mimics the body’s release of 
the hormone and to adjust the insulin doses— and 
sometimes diet and exercise — when sugars are too 
high of too low.

He treated five with 
small doses of insulin to give the re- 
maining beta cells a rest and prevent 
their collapse; only one of thefivc de- 
veloped diabetes. The other seven rel- 
atives turned down the thcrapy;”all
